Reagan,  whose  lieutenants,  includ¬ 
ing  Budget  Director  David  Stock- 
man,  have  increasingly  talked  of  com¬ 
promise  with  the  Congress,  offered 
little  quarter  on  his  latest  excursion 
from  the  Capital. 

Instead,  the  president  assailed 
what  he  termed  “the  born-again 
budget  balancers”  and  the  “pessim¬ 
ists  on  the  PotOmac”  during  a  cam¬ 
paign  stop  for  Sen.  Malcolm  Wallop, 
R-Wyo.,  enroute  to  New  Mexico  and 
a  California  vacation. 

Speaking  to  about  4,000  Wallop 
supporters  who  paid  $10  each  to  cram 
into  a  high  school  gymnasium, 
Reagan  declared  that  “As  the  volume 
of  voices  rises  in  debate,  there  is  one 
thing  I  want  to  make  very  clear:  My 
commitment  to  cutting  taxes  and  re¬ 


building  our  defenses  is  every  bit  as 
strong  today  as  it  was  the  day  I  took 
office.  There  must  be  no  retreat  in 
these  areas.” 

And  he  insisted  his  budget  prog¬ 
ram,  despite  deficits  widely  projected 
at  over  $100  billion  in  the  coming 
years,  will  “guide  our  country  out  of 
this  dark  tunnel  of  recession  and  de¬ 
cline.” 

“Others  say  the  way  to  balance  the 
budget  is  to  cut  back  on  defense,” 
Reagan  said.  “This  is  the  one  subject 
on  which  the  man  holding  the  job  I 
hold  is  practically  the  only  one  who 
has  all  the  facts  with  regard  to  our 
national  security.  We  dare  not  reduce 
our  defense  budget ...  I  don’t  think 
Americans  want  their  armed  forces 
held  together  with  chewing  gum  and 


baling  wire.” 

In  Albuquerque,  Reagan  declared 
at  a  similar  rally,  attended  by  some 
2,500  supporters  of  Sen.  Harrison 
Schmitt,  that  “As  much  as  I  detest 
the  idea  of  deficits,  as  president  I 
must  accept  a  large  deficit  if  that  is 
what  it  takes  to  buy  peace  for  the  rest 
of  the  century  .  .  .  with  every  im¬ 
provement  in  our  military  readiness 
that  we  make  today,  we  are  saving 
the  life  of  some  American  boy  who 
will  be  serving  our  country 
tomorrow.” 

At  “the  Wallop  rally,  Reagan  said 
that  “Some  of  the  same  people  who 
ran  this  country  for  the  last  20  years 
—  who  pushed  us  to  the  brink  of  eco¬ 
nomic  disaster  —  now  want  to  steal 
your  tax  cut  before  you  feel  its  relief.”

Misconceptions  exist 

Many  of  the  religious  creeds  in  the  world  today 
are  what  the  prophet  Jeremiah  called  “lies  about 
God,”  he  said.  These  misconceptions  about  the  God¬ 
head  summarize  the  greatest  heresy  of  Christ¬ 
endom. 

Describing  the  Godhead,  Elder  McConkie  said 
there  are  three  personages,  “God  the  first,  the 
Creator;  God  the  second,  the  Redeemer;  and  God 
the  third,  the  Testator.”  The  three  are  one  in  pur¬ 
pose,  power  and  perfection,  he  said. 

Elder  McConkie’s  first  point  on  his  list  of  17 
doctrines  was  that  people  are  to  worship  the  Father 
and  no  one  else.  “We  do  not  worship  the  Son  and  we 
do  not  worship  the  Holy  Ghost.”  Worship  in  the 
true  and  saving  sense  is  reserved  for  God  the  first, 
the  Creator.  Worship  of  Christ  and  Jehovah  is  a 
different  matter  and  is  one  of  awe  and  reverence, 
he  said. 

Secondly,  he  said,  “We  love  and  serve  both  the 
Father  and  the  Son.” 

McConkie’s  other  points  were:  Christ  himself 
loves,  serves  and  worships  the  Father;  the  plan  of 
salvation  is  the  gospel  of  the  Father;  Christ  worked 
out  his  own  salvation  by  worshiping  the  Father;

Also,  the  Father  sent  the  Son  to  work  out  the 
infinite  and  eternal  atonement;  the  Son  came  to  do 
the  will  of  the  Father  in  all  things;  Christ  is  the 
mediator  between  God  and  man;  Christ  is  our  inter¬ 
cessor  with  the  Father,  our  advocate  in  the  courts 
above;  our  eternal  fellowship  is  with  the  Father  and 
the  Son;  God  was  in  Christ  manifesting  himself  to 
the  world;  Christ  is  the  revealer  of  the  Father;

Elder  McConkie  quoted  “an  unwise  book  which 
advocates  gaining  a  special  relationship  with 
Jesus.”  He  quoted  from  the  book,  “Because  the 
Savior  is  our  mediator,  our  prayers  go  through 
Christ  to  the  Father,  and  the  Father  answers  our 
prayers  through  his  son.” 

Elder  McConkie  said:  “This  is  plain  sectarian 
nonsense.  Our  prayers  are  addressed  to  the 
Father,  and  to  him -only.  They  do  not  go  through 
Christ,  or  the  Blessed  Virgin,  or  St,  Genevieve  or 
along  the  beads  of  a  rosary.” 

Dr.  George  Pace,  a  BYU  professor  of  religion, 
verified  that  the  book  Elder  McConkie  quoted  from 
was  one  Pace  had  Written. 

Pace  said,  “I  think  Elder  McConkie  gave  a  great 
talk,  I  sustain  the  Brethren  all  the  way.” 

Paul  Richards,  director  of  BYU  public  com¬ 
munications,  said  he  did  not  believe  Elder  McConk¬ 
ie’s  remarks  were  directed  at  anyone  in  particular 
but  at  the  general  idea. 

In  his  address  Elder  McConkie  said  that  never, 
at  any  time,  has  a  member  of  the  First  Presidency 
or  the  Twelve,  who  hold  the  keys  of  the  kingdom, 
advocated  the  excessive  zeal  that  calls  for  gaining  a 
so-called  special  and  personal  relationship  with 
Christ. 

“Never,  never  at  any  time  have  they  taught  or 
endorsed  the  inordinate  and  intemperate  zeal  that 
encourages  endless,  sometimes  day-long  prayers, 
in  order  to  gain  a  personal  relationship  with  the 
Savior,”  Elder  McConkie  said. 

“I  wonder  if  it  is  not  part  of  Lucifer’s  system  to 
make  people  feel  they  are  special  friends  of  Jesus 
when  in  fact  they  are  not  following  the  normal  and 
usual  pattern  of  worship  found  in  the  true  church,” 
he  said. 

Elder  McConkie  urged  people  to  stay  in  the 
course  charted  by  the  church,  “it  is  the  Lord’s 
church,  and  he  will  not  permit  it  to  be  led  astray.  If 
we  take  the  counsel  that  comes  from  the  prophets 
and  seers,  we  will  pursue  the  course  that  is  pleasing 
to  the  Lord.” 
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Avard  Fairbanks 
donates  artwork 
during  ceremony

LDS  sculptor  Dr.  Avard  Fairbanks 
presented  to  Utah  County  his  $65,000 
“Motherhood  Monument”  during 
ceremonies  Tuesday. 

Several  hundred  people  gathered 
iri  the  Provo  Tabernacle  to  hear 
speakers  pay  tribute  to  the  life  of 
Fairbanks  and  his  works. . 

During  the  meeting  the  “Mother¬ 
hood  Monument”  and  “The  American 
Family”  statues  were  dedicated  by 
former  LDS  Regional  Representa¬ 
tive  Alma  Burton.  The  family  statue 
was  unveiled  last  year. 

Fairbanks  said  several  people  have 
asked  him  how  long  he  had  worked  on 
the  motherhood  statue.  “My  mother 
died  when  I  was  14  months  old;  today 
is  my  birthday  and  I  can  tell  you  I 
have  worked  on  this  statue  for  85 
years,”  he  said. 

“It  is  fitting  that  today,  on  my 
birthday,  I  am  back  in  the  land  of  my 
nativity  to  make  this  presentation,” 
Fairbanks  said.  Fairbanks  was  born 
March  2,  1897,  in  Provo. 

After  his  mother  died,  Fairbanks 
said,  he  constantly  cried  for  her  and 
because  of  it,  “I  have  always  had  deep 
feelings  for  motherhood.”  As  a  result 
of  those  feelings  he  has  included  the 
theme  of  motherhood  in  several  of  his 
works  throughout  the  world,  he  said. 

Fairbanks  said  we  should  be  proud 
of  the  culture  of  this  area  and  the 
West.  He  said,  “The  West  is  not  just 
the  Wild  West,  we  are  a  cultured 


West.  It  has  not  just  been  cowboys, 
Indians  and  shoot-em-up.”  In  a  world 
that  is  debasing  mankind,  Fairbanks 
said  artist^  ™  the  West  are  becoming 
forerunners  for  civilization. 

“We  must  create  a  Golden  Age  that 
is  turned  toward  the  ways  of  the 
Lord,”  Fairbanks  said. 

Utah  Senate  Majority  Leader  Karl 
Snow,  R-Provo,  paid  tribute  to  Fair¬ 
banks  and  his  statues  saying,  “It  is 
fitting  that  these  monuments  repre¬ 
senting  families  find  a  home  in  this 
valley  which  has  been  shaped  by  the 
family  unit.” 

Snow  said  he  believes  the  teaching 
of  family  values  will  solve  many,  if  not 
all,  of  society’s  problems.  He  said, 
“Families  are  our  best  hope  for  reduc¬ 
ing  the  size  of  our  prisons. 

“Today’s  dedication  in  marble  gives 
each  of  us  a  chance  to  rededicate 
ourselves  to  the  family  unit,”  Snow 
said.  He  said  Utah  Valley  is  lucky  not 
to  have  some  of  the  “rot”  other  metro- . 
politan  areas  have.  But  he  said  with 
energy  development  nearby,  Utah 
Valley  will  soon  face  many  of  those 
problems  related  to  growth. 

Many  of  the  workers  who  will  be  in 
Millard  County  will  be  single  tran¬ 
sients,  Snow  said.  Many  of  them  will 
bring  drug-  and  alcohol-related  prob¬ 
lems  with  them,  he  said.  “A  challenge 
is  being  sent  out  to  this  valley  and  its 
families,”  Snow  said.  The  monument 
will  remind  local  people  to  seek  an 
answer  in  the  strength  of  the  family 
unit,  he  said.

on’t  get  burned,  know  contract  clause 


Students  think  it  will  never  happen 
to  them  —  until  it  does. 

Many  students  do  not  think  about 
protecting  themselves  because  many 
of  them  have  never  had  to  worry  ab¬ 
out  contracts  or  insurance  before, 
said  Bob  Perry,  Provo  City  fire  mar¬ 
shal. 

Student-contract  wording  is  an  im¬ 
portant  element  in  placing  liability  for 
repair  and  replacement  after  the 
smoke  is  cleared.  Guy  Burningham, 
an  attorney  in  the  Utah  County  attor¬ 
ney’s  office,  said  some  tenants  could 
even  find  themselves  liable. 

“Sometimes  there’s  not  any 
guarantee  that  the  apartment  will  be 
suitable  for  occupancy,  and  tenants 
could  still  be  liable  to  pay  rent,  ”  Bum- 
ingham  said.  It  all  depends  on  the  con¬ 
tract. 

Liability 

According  to  the  Utah  State  Code, 
if  a  court  awards  damages  to  the  land¬ 
lord  because  of  neglect  or  through  the 
contract,  the  tenant  would  be  liable  to 
pay  the  bills.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
fire  is  a  result  of  the  landlord’s  negli¬ 
gence,  then  the  landlord  could  be  held 
liable  for  the  repair  bills. 

Deciding  who  should  be  liable  is  not 
an  easy  decision,  Burningham  said.  If 
the  fire  is  a  result  of  unseen  or  ques¬ 
tionable  causes,  then,  “The  landlord 
would  not  be  liable  to  the  tenant; 
neither  would  the  tenant  be  liable  to 
the  landlord.” 

The  contract  is  the  key  to  many 
court  cases,  Burningham  said. 

Some  contracts  say  outright  the 
landlord  will  not  be  held  responsible 
for  damages  incurred  by  the  tenant  or 
any  of  his  guests.  Others  will  make 
allowances  for  fire  and  other  events.

liable  to  pay  rent  even  if  the  apartment  is  not  suit¬ 
able  for  living.  It  all  depends  on  the  contract. 


Many  contracts  do  not  mention  fire  or 
similar  damages  at  all.  “Rights,  many 
times,  will  be  determined  by  the 
lease,”  Burningham  said. 

Current  inventory  lists  help 
tenants  claim  either  from  their  insur¬ 
ance  companies  or  from  apartment 
owners,  Burningham  said.  Tenants 
without  inventory  lists  often  have  a 
hard  time  remembering  what  they 
own  since  most  people  do  not  use  ev¬ 
erything  they  own  every  day. 

“I  think  a  wise  jdea  may  be  to  have 
some  kind  of  aif  inventory  so  you 
know  exactly  whit  you  have,”  Burn¬ 
ingham  said. 

Fire  insurance 

Burningham  also  said  students 
should  invest  in  fire  insurance.  “It 
probably  would  be  a  good  idea  for  stu¬ 
dents  to  take  out  a  renter’s  policy  to 
insure  personal  goods,”  he  said. 

BYU’s  residential  student  housing 
office  publishes  a  pamphlet  titled 
“Off-campus  Living  BYU”  that  says 
students  should  check  into  getting 
fire  insurance  if  they  are  not  covered 
by  their  parents’  homeowners  insur¬ 
ance.  “Most  apartment  buildings  car¬ 
ry  liability  and  property  insurance 
that  covers  the  apartment  and  its  fur¬ 
nishings,  not  the  personal  property  of 
the  the  tenants,”  the  booklet  says. 

But  some  insurance  companies  will 
not  sell  policies  to  students. 

Sharlene  Parker,  a  secretary  for  an 
insurance  service,  said  her  comapny 
will  sell  renter’s  policies  to  married 
couples  only.  “Exposure  (students  in 
and  out  of  the  apartments)  is  so  high 
that  most  companies  will  not  insure 
them  because  there  are  so  many  peo¬ 
ple  in  and  out,”  she  said. 


A  spokesman  for  another  insurance 
agency  said,  “I  don’t  have  a  company 
that  would  touch  a  student  policy.” 

Individual  policies 

Some  companies  will  sell  individual 
policies  to  students,  however.  Dale 
Knapp,  an  insurance  salesman,  said 
his  company  advises  student  renters 
to  insure  for  40  percent  of  the  dwellng 
value,  and  unmarried  tenants  must 
purchase  individual  policies. 

Don  Bartlett,  manager  of  an  insur¬ 
ance  office,  said  the  price  range  de¬ 
pends  upon  the  type  of  building.  Stu¬ 
dent  renters  are  able  to  purchase  poli¬ 
cies  including  theft  and  liability. 

Burningham  said  students  should 
not  sign  contracts  without  under¬ 
standing  its  provisions  for  fire  and 
other  damages. 

Most  managers  interviewed  said 
they  were  not  familiar  enough  with 
the  owner’s  insurance  to  answer  spe¬ 
cific  questions  students  might  ask. 
Most  said  they  had  not  been  asked  by 
students  to  explain  the  contracts’  fire 
provisions. 

Students  interviewed  said  they  had 
not  thought  to  ask  about  the  owner’s 
insurance  policy.  Some  said  they  did 
not  sign  contracts  and  did  not  know 
what  the  owner  would  do  if  a  fire 
occurred. 

Alice  Dunn,  manager  of  Heritage 
Halls,  said  most  fire  settlements  in 
those  apartments  are  easily  settled. 
She  said  most  fires  have  been  covered 
by  the  parents’  insurance  policies. 
Those  that  are  not  are  paid  for  by  the 
students  unless  the  damage  is  minim¬ 
al.  In  most  cases,  the  occupants  clean 
the  blackened  walls  and  floors  them¬ 
selves.

Cougar  guard 
offensive  key

Scott  Sinek  arrived  in  Provo  to  find  the  local 
media  claiming  he  could  possibly  fill  the  void  left  by 
All-American  Danny  Ainge. 

Anyone  who  saw  Saturday’s  40-point  blowout  of 
San  Diego  State  would  think  Sinek  may  do  just 
that. 

“As  a  freshman,  it  seems  impossible  to  accom¬ 
plish  what  Danny  did  as  a  senior,”  Sinek  said,  “But 
comparing  me  to  him  is  the  biggest  compliment  I’ve 
ever  been  paid.” 

Sinek,  who  averages  6.9  points  a  game,  was 
named  WAC  player  of  the  week  for  his  25  points, 
eight  assists  and  three  steals  against  San  Diego 
State. 

“When  that  first  jumper  went  down,  I  knew  I  had 
it  going,”  he  said,  “  But  I  was  only  able  to  score 
because  of  the  efforts  of  (Steve)  Trumbo,  (Fred) 
Roberts  and  (Greg)  Kite  to  get  the  ball  to  the 
guards.” 

Trumbo  had  ringing  words  of  praise  for  the  fresh¬ 
man  guard  after  the  game.  “Sinek  is  doing  a  great 
job.  He’s  getting  the  ball  downcourt  and  passing 
well,”  Trumbo  said.  “Scott  hit  his  shots  and  played 
tremendously.  The  guards  did  it  for  us  tonight.” 

Although  BYU  coach  Frank  Arnold  calls  the 
Danny  Ainge  comparison  “unfair,”  Arnold  had  only 
compliments  for  Sinek  after  the  SDSU  game. 

“Scott  is  a  hard-nosed,  competitive  player.  He 
has  been  increasing  his  shooting  lately  and  we  ex¬ 
pect  him  to  shoot  and  score  more  next  year,” 
Arnold  said,  “He’s  a  fine  shooter  .  .  .  that’s  the 
main  reason  we  recruited  him.”  Sinek  has  scored  in 
double  figures  the  last  four  games. 

“This  year  my  main  responsibility  has  been  play¬ 
ing  point  guard  and  pass  defense.  I  try  to  set  up  the 
offense  and  run  it  like  it  should  be  run,”  Sinek  said. 

“Scott  has  become  a  leader  on  the  team.  It’s  very 
unusual  for  a  freshman  to  take  control  the  Way 
Scott  does.  He  was  a  key  reason  why  our  fast  break 
was  so  successful  Saturday,”  Arnold  said. 

When  asked  what  chances  he  thinks  the  team  has 
to  be  invited  to  the  National  Invitational  Tourna¬ 
ment,  Sinek  said:  “It  depends  on  how  we  do  in  our 
last  two  games.  We  just  beat  a  team  that  was  in  the 
running  for  the  WAC  title  by  40  points.  A  lot  of 
people  will  have  to  take  a  look  at  that.  We’re 
reaching  our  peak  at  the  best  time  we  could.” 

If  the  team  is  invited  to  the  NIT,  the  first  three 
rounds  of  the  tourney  could  be  in  the  Marriott  Cen¬ 
ter.  Sinek  said  the  support  of  the  home  crowd 
would  help  the  team  a  lot.

Being  a  company-in-residence  involves  going 
into  the  school  system  and  letting  students  see  the 
whole  aspect  of  modern  dance.  “Its  focus  will  be 
different  than,  most  teaching  in  that  an  important 
part  of  dancing  in  schools  is  to  see  how  a  company 
runs,”  Debenham  said. 

Students  will  view  rehearsals  and  classes  as  well 
as  perfected  performances.  Debenham  said  the 
purpose  for  bringing  a  company  into  a  school  is  to 
help  students  understand  dance  as  an  art  form, 
whether  they  are  performers  or  spectators.  “A  lot 
of  times  people  don’t  understand  dance,  so  they 
don’t  participate  in  it,”  he  said. 

The  company  will  also  participate  in  “outreach 
experiences,”  which  are  teaching  situations  outside 
of  the  two  schools.  Debenham  said  the  company  will 
teach  some  master  classes  at  a  local  college,  work 
with  a  theater  group  and  give  two  performances. 
One  will  be  for  the  entire  community  and  one  will  be 
geared  toward  children,  he  said. 

One  performance  will  be  a  “Parent/Child  Night” 
that  requires  each  child  to  bring  a  parent  to  the 
show  for  admittance.  This  arouses  the  parents’  in¬ 
terest  and  involves  them  in  the  experience,  De¬ 
benham  said. 

“It’s  been  really  exciting  to  see  this  interest 
grow,”  said  Mark  Huffman,  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
pany. 

Debenham  said  the  13-member  group  will  per¬ 
form  a  few  of  the  numbers  from  its  recent  modern- 
dance  concert  for  Galesburg  audiences.  “The  other 
pieces  we’ll  do  are  pieces  we’ve  done  in  repertoire,” 
he  said.  The  company  retains  its  year  to  year.
